ALBERTA’S BIG PROBLEM 

Addressing the Association of Municipal Dis- 
tricts convention, Hon. O. L. McPherson ob- 
served that Alberta now has between 2200 and 
2300 miles of gravelled highways. It had that 
many miles before the wet weather struck the 
highways last summer. How many miles it has 
left is more or less a matter of opinion. 

The Minister is right in saying Alberta has 
not over-done the thing in highway-building. 
The province alone spent last year more than 
$1,800,000 on highways, That is a large sum of 
money for one year’s outlay. But we shall have 
to spend more than that every year for a gen- 
eration before even the main roads in all parts 


| + 


of the province are made permanent all-weather | 


highways. 

This business of building and maintaining 
highways is the most serious problem, from a 
financial stand-point, that confronts the Gov- 
ernment of Alberta. The famous black soil of 
this province grows the best wheat in the world, 
and makes the poorest roads. Fertile ground 
plus water makes mud; that is the long and 
short of it. 

Except in certain districts where the soil is 
sandy or gravelly, there is not a road in this 
far-flung province that deserves the name in 
wet weather unless gravel has been piled on it 
and packed down int solid mass. And to pile 
on gravel and keep ‘ellie it on costs money. 
The experience wit h ton-Calgary 
highway this year ates that point.

Our exports to Japan having practically 
ceased while Australia’s exports have grown 
in like proportion, this official statement makes 
plain that depen is not to be accused of dis- 
criminating against us or in favor of our come 
petitors. In dementing gold in payment for 
wheat, and refusing to accept goods, Canada 
simply struck Japan off its list of customers, 


IS THIS DISCRIMINATION? 

Sixteen Ontario municipalities have failed 
to meet their financial obligations, acknowle 
edged default, allowed their municipal coun- 
cils to be suspended, and are now under the 
control of administ trators appointed by the Pro- 
vincial Government. 

In face of this epidemic of defaults, or be- 
cause of it, Premier Henry is able to announce 
a public works construction program for the 
employment of idle men, to cost $38,000,000, to- 
ward which sum the Dominion 


the 


will contribute. This plan, the Premier obe 
serves, will make it possible to get away from 
the present relief policy and pay wages “of a 


moderate and reasonable” rate. 

The best Alberta has yet been able to get 
from Ottawa is an arrangernent under which 
@ moderate number of men are employed in 
relief work camps, where they are paid “not 
more than twenty cents per diem,” for each 
day worked, plus board. 

Perhaps Alberta municipalities have made 
a mistake in not going into default. They and 
the province might have got better treatment 
from Ottawa if they had in considerable nurn- 
bers thrown up the sponge and said they could 
no longer carry on, as these Ontario munici- 
palities have done. 

The defaulting Ontario towns and town- 
ships have gained benefits both numerous and 
substantial. They are protected against law- 


suits, Their debt charges are postponed. They 
are excused from contributing to the cost of 
relief. And they are to get the direct and in-

NO NEED FOR DELAY 
It is suggested Premier Bennett “will be 


able” by June next to start to redeem his three- 
and-a-half year old promises to provide jobs 
for unemployed men. 

That is a mis-statement of the case. The 
question is not when the Premier will be “able” 
to start, but when he will choose to do so. He 
could start today if he wanted to. He says he 
has gold enough in the treasury to issue $100,- 
000,000 of new perfectly “sound” currency on 
the ratio adopted at the world conference. That 
hundred millions, spent on Federal public 
works, or loaned interest-free to provinces and 
municipalities for work programs, would make 
a very substantial beginning on his election 
promises. 

For the matter of that, the Premier could 
have started to make good these undertakings 
three years ago if he had wanted to do so and 
had courage enough to break with foolish tra- 
ditions and the powerful interests which profit 
from them. He refused to do that because it 
would not be in keeping with what he calls 
“sound banking practice,’ meaning the practice 
of borrowing public credit from private parties 
and paying them interest for its use. 

The Premier has never recanted his disas- 
trous allegiance to that ruinous policy. If he 
intends to start to redeem his long-deferred 
promises next June he will do it with borrow- 
ed money, and with a general election looming 
into view. The notion that he cannot or could 
not start sooner is a foolish pretence that will 
deceive nobody.

The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER 


Post-mortems on international clashes may 
not be any more profitable than post-mortems 
on family squabbles, but the publication of the 
first volume of Mr. Lloyd George's war mem- 
oirs is so full of interesting and illuminative 
viewpoints and disclosures, that mention of it 
cannot be overlooked. The reading public will 
look forward to the ensuing volumes. The first 
volume deals with events in 1914 and 1915. 

In his platform speeches, Mr. Lloyd George 
is apt to be untidy in his use of words, being 
the victim as well as the beneficiary of his Cam- 
brian temperament. In his written work, he is 
the master of language, his sentences clear and 
concise, embalming subtleties in his simplicities, 
yet never failing to make clear his meaning in 
dexterous phrases. He has the advantage, not 
only of having preceded and outlasted the heads 
of all the nations engaged in the great war, but 
of having the last word among those who have 
undertaken to pen their memoirs.

Lloyd George entered the British Cabinet in 
1905 and remained in office till 1922. He de- 
scribes the tense solemnity of that Cabinet 
meeting at Downing Street on the night of 
August 4, 1914. Anxious eyes wandered from 
the clock to the door and the door to the clock, 
in the hope that before the hands reached 
twelve and the ultimatum expired, a messen- 
ger might arrive with news that would avert 
the clash. The fateful hour struck. He says: 

“Boom.” The deep notes of Big Ben rang 
out into the night the first strokes in Brit- 
tain’s most fateful hour since she arose 
out of the deep . . Every face was sud- 


denly contracted in a painful intensity. 
“Doom!” “Doom!” “Doom!” to the last 
stroke. The big clock echoed into our ears 


like the hammer of destiny. 

Asquith was premier, and remained as prem- 
ier till early in 1916. Asquith had a confidence 
in Kitchener, which does not appear to have 
been shared by Lloyd George. Much of his own 
time, he acidly remarks, was spent in dealing 
with Generals who had been using their time 
“preparing not for the next war, but for the 
last one or the last but one.” Kitchener, he dis- 
closes, had a mania for economy that he had 
brought with him from his Egyptian campaign. 
After Neuve Chapelle the Field Marshal strode 
into the Cabinet meeting, exclaiming, “Oh, it 
is terrible—terrible.” 

When his colleagues enquired what the cas- 
ualtie were,s he said, “I’m not thinking for the 
moment about the casualties, but of al] the 
shells that were wasted.”

If Asquith suffered from being “a man of 
refractory prejudices which he could not con- 
ceal” and Kitchener from limitations imposed 
by his Egyptian Campaign, Earl Grey was also 
an over-rated statesman, according to Lloyd 
George. He says Grey’s reputation was “purely 
conjectural,” that the striking face with its thin 
lips, firmly closed mouth and chiselled feat- 
ures, giving the impression of cold hammered 
steel “was never disfigured by any blows re- 
ceived in action.” He tells how in July, 1914, 
Grey had to be recalled to Whitehall from his 
fishing lodge in Hampshire whither he had 
migrated for a week-end of quiet sport—while 
the werld storm was brewing. Indeed the 
“strong sent man” legend gets no support from 
Lloyd George. He says “the strongest men in

When Lloyd 
George later visited Berlin to study German 
life insurance the Kaiser declined to receive 
him. Bethmann-Hollweg after generous pota- 
tions of lager beer” grew talkative and com- 
bative.” He accused England of drawing “an 
iron ring” around Germany. Three times he 
shouted out the word “hate’—meaning Fng- 
land's supposed “hate” of Germany. 

Wheat Lloyd George advocated was that 
Germany should enter into a naval limitation 
agreement with England, like that which the 
United States, England and Japan had entered 
into with each other. Mr. Lloyd George with- 
out doubt used his indisputable tact in urging 
the agreement with Metternich, but this is how 
the Kaiser commented on it, in marginal notes 
in his own hand, on what he described as Lloyd 
George's “expectoration.” After a liberal sprink- 
ling of exclamatory symbols like “Aha!” “? 2?” 
“!!"” “Sancta Simplicitas,” ‘Go to hell,” ‘Bluff,” 
“Bosh,” ete., he added: 

“I should answer them with bombs... 

No! three times no. After the above words, 

NEVER! . . Metternich should give that 

sort of fanatic a kick in the—he is too soft 

. .insolenttalk, . . first class cheek 
unheard-of demand . . If England wants 
war, just let her start it; we'll give her 
what for.” 

In face of this response to Lloyd George's 
own efforts, his suggestion that a stronger 
spokesman than Grey might have averted the 
war, loses likeliness.

Prolapsus Or Sagging 
Of The Organs 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


If you have been having distress for some 
time; ordinary treatment has failed to help you; 
if several doctors have told you you are “nerv- 
ous;” if you are too thin, over 30; tire too easily 
and your chief symptoms are those relating to 
disturbances of the digestion, you undoubtedly 
have prolapsus.

which throws a strain on the abdominal organs 
as they must resist the force of gravity if they 
are to stay where they belong. The vital or- 
gans of the abdomen remain in a more normal 
position when man supports himself on all 
fours and his tendency for the organs to fall 
downward is one of the penalties paid by hu- 
man beings for walking and standing upright. 

One of the organs which most often falls is 
the stomach, although all of the abdominal or- 
gans may prolapse. Another organ which fre- 
quently sags is the transverse colon; this is the 
part of the large intestine which might be com- 
pared to a hammiock as it is slung clear across 
the abdominal cavity from the right to the left 
side. 

For support, the abdominal organs depend 
partly upon strong ligaments which attach them 
to the spine, but for their greatest support they 
must rely upon the muscles of the abdomen. 
If you will place your hand over the lower part 
of the abdomen and will then pull in the or- 
gans, you will feel the contraction of some of 
these big muscles, Through this region you also 
have involuntary muscles which you cannot 
move by an effort of your will power. Weak- 
ness of both kinds of muscle must be consid- 
ered the most important cause of prolapsus. 
One who keeps his voluntary muscles strong 
by special exercises will be the one best able 
to hold the abdominal organs in their normal 
places. Those living a civilized life do not ex- 
ercise these important muscles sufficiently, and 
this is particularly true of women. 

It is a remarkable fact, but true, that exer- 
cise gained in sports may not be the right kind 
to build up the abdominal muscles. For ex- 
ample, famous golfers have found that by tak- 
ing exercises to strengthen the muscles through 
the abdomen they have gained the endurance 
needed to play*championship golf. Even dan- 
cers benefit from these special exercises and it 
has been proved beyond the question of a doubt, 
that anyone who wishes to develop endyrance 
and staying power will best accomplish his pur- 
pose by strengthening these powerful muscles 
over the front of the abdomen. 

The amount of fat present in the abdominal 
region plays some part in preventing prolapsus 
as the pads of fat will help to float the organs 
upward. And, as a matter of fact, prolapsus is 
most common among those who are under- 
weight. These patients generally belong to the 
type of body build called asthenic, where there 
Sa tendency to stay thin, and the space at the 
top of the abdomen is relatively small. When 
prolapsus exists among such patients, the fluor- 
oscope will often show that the stomach has 
crowded down just as fas as a human stomach 
can fall. 

Prolapsus frequently causes many baffling 
symptoms, which do not respond to treatment 
as long 2s the prolapsed condition is ignored. 
Among these symptoms are; lack of endurance, 
weak nerves, general weakness of the muscles, 
stomach troubles, gas, constipation and colitis. 
“That tired feeling” is an outstanding symptom.

tainable. What can I use for a substitute for 
my baby?” 

ANSWER: Either evaporated or dried milk 
may be taken and thinned to the consistency of 
milk for feeding. One should also take along or- 
anges or canned tomato juice to supply the Vit- 
amin C which would be deficient in the pre- 
served milks. With the addition of these juices, 
the milk seems to be very satisfactory.

— A Day in Canadian History —

ON THIS DATE, in 1866 there 
met at the Westminster Palace Ho- 
tel, London, England, the final 
conference of the Fathers of the 
Canadian Confederation.

ONE-ITEM DIETS AS BEAUTY 
AIDS 

If you are too thin, you diet; if 
you are too fat, you diet, too, and 
if your complexion is dry or pimply 
or your hair falling out, you 
change your diet. Dieting has be- 
come the modern panacea for all 
sorts of beauty troubles because 
most women have passed beyond 
the superficial notion that external 
beauty aids can really cure every- 
thing . % 

There is danger, however, of go- 
ing too far with dieting fads. Us- 
ually these fads start with a per- 
son who was really greatly benefit- 
ed by a particular dietary regimen 
and is imbued with missionary zeal 
to spread his wonderful discovery. 
He is likely to forget that what 
suits his construction may be detr!- 
mental, or at least ineffective, in 
other cases. The old saying that 
what is one man’s meat is poison 
to another is as true today as it 
ever was. Wholesale prescriptions 
of special diets are as unscientific 
as wholesale prescriptions of drugs. 
Each individual is a_ different 
problem. 

Diets consisting of only one sort 
of food are especially appealing be- 
cause of their simplicity and appar- 
ent reasonableness. Their use in 
the cure of disease has become a 
commonplace, but they are also in- 
vading the ebauty field. Some of 
them can be very valuable in im- 


| proving the physical well-being and 


good looks of almost any one, but 
we must learn to discriminate be- 
tween freak diets and safe ones. 
Among the latter are the exclu- 
sive use of milk or fruit diets which 
may be safely undertaken by the 


| average person for several days at a 


time to clear teh complexion and 
improve general health. One must 
remember, however, that there are 
physical disorders like rupture and 
contracted kidney that make liquid 
diets undesirable. 


An authority on the milk diet 
gives the following instructions on 
using the diet for periods of two 
or three days. Begin by drinking 
a glass of mineral water on the 
morning of the first day. During 
the next twelve hours drink from 
four to six quarts of milk, which 
should be of room temperature, not 
ice-cold. When one wants to lose 
weight the minimum of four quarts 
daily should be taken. An equal 
quantity of milk is sipped every 
half hour . While taking the milk 
diet one should rest in bed, relaxing 
mentally and physically. Take a 


| prolonged tepid bath once a day, 


If the whole milk causes digestive 
disturbances one may substitute 
skimmed milk or buttermilk. Some 
people suffer from nausea on an 
exclusive milk diet; in such cases 
sucking a lemon after each glasg 
of milk will often relieve the symp- 
toms. 


Another one-item diet that can 
be of use to beauty seekers is come 
posed of oranges or orange juice, 
A dozen oranges should be con. 
sumed in teh course of onc day. 
Other succulent fruits may be used 
to vary the diet. A day or so of 
the fruit diet is a good introduc. 
tion to any reducing diet. It also 
helps clear away pimples and other 
blemishes that are encouraged by 
intestinal sluggishness.

Ages ago, there existed in the Pacific Ocean, a group of 
small islands, inhabited by a highly intelligent, sober and in- 
dustrious people, cut off from intercourse with the rest of 
the world, partly through natural conditions but mainly from 
choice. These islands had doubtless been thrown up by some 
volcanic disturbances, and they later disappeared from simi- 
lar causes. Although it is evident that some means of com- 
munication between one or other of the great continents was 
in use at one period, this was strictly forbidden by the law 
of the islanders. The reason for this forms the subject of 
this narrative. ‘ 

At some early period of these islanders’ history, a vessel 
sailing from a distant port became stranded on a hidden rock 
near their coast, and became a total wreck. The vessel was 
carrying a valuable store of the precious metals belonging to 
its owners—some Oriental merchants—who were on board, 
and who managed to escape with their lives and save their

erously and hosp'tably, that out of 
gratitude, the merchants presented 
to the wives of the rulers, some 
pieccs of these rare metals, which 
were hitherto quite unknown to 
them. These gifts gave great joy 
to the natives, who desired to ob- 
tain further supplies. Consequcnt- 
ly they offered in exchange such 
products as they possessed, such as 
food of all kinds, clothing, and or- 
naments. But the merchants refus- 
ed to part with any more pisces. 

After some months of exploration 
of the islands, the visitors, having 
observed the fertility of the land. 
and the industry and intelligence of 
these people, decided to establish 
themselves permanently, and be- 
come the supreme owners of the 
group and thus enslave their in- 
habitants. At this time the only 
method of trading known to these 
people, was simple barter, Goods 
of one kind were exchanged direct- 
ly for thuse of another kind, which 
involved many difficulties and in- 
conveniences. The visitors conceiv- 
ed an idea of “killing two birds with, 
one stone,” as the saying is, through 
their knowledge of banking meth- 
ods. They decided to persuade the 
natives to use their gold and sil- 
ver as the medium of exchange. By 
this means they would be able to 
satisfy the desires of the people who 
wished to handle these new metals, 
and at the same time accomplish 
their chief purpose 

Permission was readily granicd 
the strangers by the government 
body to establish a bank. Gold and 
silver were made the sole legal 
tender. The circulation of these 
metals was obtained through loans 
made to the bank's clients. Trad- 
ers were thus compelled to borrow 
from the bank in order to obtain 
the means of paying their debts, as 
the bankers refused to sell either 
gold or silver outright. They took 
as security for the loans, mortgages , 
en the lands of the natives. The. 
ijoans were repayable at the end of | 
12 months, at the rate of five per! 
cent interest.

reprseented to the people that such 
promises were better than gold it- 
self, because it saved them the 
trouble and care of handling and 
guarding it. They suggested to the 
Government that the difficulty 
might be surmounted if they would 
enact a law making the bankers 


of slavery, and signified everything 
base and vile. The word was re- 
garded with loathing and horror 
In order that the misery which the 
use of gold and silver money had 
brought to the islands should never 
be forgotten, they called the group 
“NO-MONEY ISLANDS” The old 
barter system was revived, but with 
all its ecrudities it was found in- 
finitely preferable in its operations 
to “money,” since it gave no man 
any undue advantage over his 
neighbor 
CONCERNS BARTER METHOD 
In course of time, however, an in- 
genious native conceived a method 
of facilitating exchange without 
the dangers arising from the use of 
gold and silver. The system was 
as follows: He first arranged a table 
of all the exchangable goods 
brought to the markets from time 
to time, in terms of the quantities 
in which they were exchange equiv- 
alents.

PAPER MONEY UNITS 

Having invented this somple 
method of expressing values in 
terms of an ideal unit, the inventor 


then induced the Government to 
open a commercial bank for sup- 
plying tokens to represent the 
units. These were merely conven 


‘ent pieces of paper printed in de- 
nominations of 1, 2, 5, 10, 20, 50, 100 
1,000 and 10,0000 units. They were 
issued by the Government in two 
ways. First, in payment of their ser-
